that that government is in a precarious 
condition.

taxea are very, high, the military con- 
•cription is very sever?, money lhas been 
advanced on a popular loan, and yet the 
rebellion continues against Spain's au- 
thority in the Philipp ne Islands in the 
East Indies, and in Co tw, its most valua- 
ble possession in the "West Indies. These 
colonies are separated by thousands of 
miles, yet from simiJ ar causes rebellion 
bos broken out in th-3 two hemisphere*, 
and rebellion is wasting SpanUh blood 
and Spanish treasure to Mich an extent 
that It appals Spain*? thoughtful states- 
men.

In arranging tho sickbed the two essen- 


tial things to bo thought of arc the com- 
fort of the patient and, after that, the con- 
venience of the nu&e. 


The bedstead should bo firm, light find 


simple. If It is flrm, it cannot bo easily 
jarred; if It is light, it can bo easily 
moved, and if It la simple It am bu easily 
kept clean. All these requirements are 
met in the plain iron bedstead, which has 
the additional advantage that, its width 
and height are ndnpbeed both to tho needs 
of tbe patient and the convenience of tho 
nurse. 


,If the bedstead is light, It is better to have 


only tho head end provided with casters; 
otherwise the bed "will movctoo easily. By 
lifting the foot cud off the floor the bed 
can be moved and guided without causing 
the patient the least; discomfort. 


The mattress should be sufficiently soft 


and yielding to lx« perfectly comfortable 
for the patient, but not BO yielding us to 
allow his body to tink into it. It is very 
difficult to make a sick person comfortable 
on a sagging ruattaess. 


Feather bods should never be used in 


cases of sickness. They arc uncomfortable 
for the patient, it is Impossible to keep 
them clean, alniosG of necepsity they keep 
the p»tient*s body unnecessarily warm, 
and they are cxtremtfy inconvenient for 
the nurbc, 


To prevent the mattress from becoming 


soiled a good sized piece of waterproof ma- 
terial— preferably a rubber blanket — 
should be smoo* hly spread over it before 
thenndersheetisputon. This sheet should 
be large enough to bo securely tucked un- 
der the edges of the mattress, and the 
greatest care should be taken to smooth 
out all the creases. 


The pillows should be thoroughly aired 


at least onca u day. and whenever the pil- 
lowslip becomes soiled or damp with per- 
spiration a clea n t uo should be substitut- 
ed. Changing and shaking up tho pillows 
wbon they have become hard and mussed 
is a small service, but very refreshing to 
the patient. 


Tho covering for 1 he sickbed — other 


than the top sheet—should vary according 
to the temperature of the room, the nature 
of the sickness, the feelings of the patient 
and the season of (he year. Whatever thrso 
conditions, the covering should be ns light 
BR is consistent with the comfort of the pa-

THE CARRIAGE MAKERS. 


Bow th« I<eMoik of the Bicycle Might 


Gveatly Benefit Them. 


' 'As a result of the indifference shown 


to the "bicycle in itb early days the car- 
riage trade," says one of its representa- 
tives, "haa lost what might have been 
a valoalile adjunct. It is undeniable 
that the average carriage man is very 
•lot? to take op any thing out of tho usual 
line, either in methods, construction, 
form or stria We can learn from the 
bicycle incident. We have seen, the 
progress of the bicycle, from one high 
wheel and a little wheel behind tip to 
tho equalization of the big and little 
wheels in the form of the safety. Pneu- 
matic tjjrea gave the greatest impulse to 
the bicycle industry. When the carriage 
mau speaks of pneumatic tired vehicles, 
the first thing that occurs to him is that 
they are not good because they do not 
look right. 


"Let us consider their advantages. 


The first feature is their riding qualities, 
which is the essential quality for any 
good vehicle. Next we should place the 
draft. 
Various scientific testa have 


placed the saving in draft, under 
various conditions, at from 30 to 60 per 
cent 
These two qualities would bo 


enough in any othar line of trade; but, 
to continue, the pneumatic tire renders 
a low wteel possible, with the result of 
obtaining a vory short turning carriage 
•without a cut under; also a carriage 
very ea«y of entrauce without having to 
climb over the wheel. Another point i 
in avoiding almost entirely the throwing 
of mud in speeding, or any mud, for 
that matter. The pneumatic tire throws 
no mod forward. What little mud is 
caught up at all falls backward and 
rarely comes as high as the aide of tho 
seat. It is maintained that one of the 
chief advantages of the pneumatic tire 
is that it permits the use of a wire, or, 
as it ia more correctly called, suspension, 
wheel. 


' 'All the points above named apply aa 


well to a pneumatic tired wooden wheel 
aa to the suspension, btit the latter ia 
undeniably the strongest wheel it iapoa- 
sible to make. A bicycle wheel weigh- 
ing under three pounds carries a lead of 
150 pounds and upward safely. Com- 
pare this with carriage wheels' weights 
and* loads. The only disadvantages of 
the pneumatic tires are these: Liability 
to puncture, which, ia now practically 
obviated, and the expense, which, for 
the tires alone, is no more than Cor solid 
rubber tires on high wheels. The effect 
of the general introduction of pneumatic 
tired vehicles 
among carriage users 


would be stupendous. By far the larger 
number of carriage nsors, particularly 
of carriages of good grade, are more or 
lesa creatures of fashion, and should the 
carriage trade be ablefco introduce pneu- 
matic tire work it would promote an 
immediate expansion ^f the carriage 
market.11—New York Sun.

Daring the year 1896 there 


through the various gates of entrance in 
Fairmoont park, Philadelphia, 803,267 
bicycles, or more than twioe aa many 
bicycles as theie were of all other ve- 
hicles combined with equestrians, the 
total number of both for the year being 
only 413,892. An average of less than. 
one wheelman in each 400 was injured. 
The exact number of injured was 218, 
while the accidents were accounted for 
as follows: Seventy-one injured by col- 
lisions with carriages, 92 injured by 
collision with bicycles; 13 machines 
broken by collision with bridges, 88 
broken by collision with fences, 7 
broken by collision with \v alls, 1 broken.

Their lives 
might have been saved if the patent med.cine men 
of Mantua had had an advertising medium like The 
TRANSCRIPT and caught Romeo and Juliet's eye 
with a good sarsaparilla ad. Advertising might have 
saved Shakespeaie's telling one mighty sad story. 
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
